Sen ator Spu rs No-Strike Action 


WASHINGTON — In a closed-door, showdown 
session with some ten se bu t ev en -tempered Sen ­ 
ators seekin g to prod Presiden t John son in to 
whippin g u p an emergen cy strike-cu rbin g law, 
the Chief Ex ecu tiv e said he has had the “beat 
brain s” in the cou n try workin g on It bu t that 
they simply can ’t agree on a solu tion . 
He was deadly seriou s when he said the ex ­ 
perts simply hav e n o an swer. They can ’t get 
together on * an y legal ex tin gu isher to pu t ou t 
the labor-man agemen t flash fires. 
It was in the priv acy of the Cabin et room 
on e recen t Friday that the Presiden t faced his 
determin ed in terlocu tors — a small grou p led 
Smators Jack Jav its an d Way n e Morse. 
“You kn ow I lov e y ou , Mr Presiden t,” said 
Jav its, “bu t I hav e my respon sibilities. You 
poin ted ou t in '66, in y ou r State of the Un lwi 
message, that y ou wou ld hav e legislation on 
« n ergen cy strikes. We are still waitin g for it.” 
“I made that statemen t.” the presiden t re­ 
plied, “an d I’ll deliv er on it 1 appoin ted a task 
force an d pu t seme of the cou n try ’s best brain s 
on it to giv e me adv ice. An d there is great dis­ 
agreemen t amon g these ex perts. When they 
giv e me a report. I’ll carry it to the Con gres*. 
“I did n ot realize the en ormity of these prob­ 
lems.”

U.S. military strategists are being driven in 
circles by an enemy that makes bamboo booby 
traps, downs expensive U S. plane with discon­ 
certing regularity with the antiaircraft weap­ 
ons, exists with the barest of supplies and uses 
a minimum of modern weapons supplied by 
friends. 
After years of fighting and billions of dollars 
the immediate area around Saigon is not im­ 
mune from attack; even the citv of Saigon is 
not safe from attack 
In their frustration they parrot the familiar 
call for more troops, more fire power. 
That’s escalation. 


Just Blame Washington 


An Associated Press roundup finds 30 states 
discussing legislation to make Congress send 
more money hack to the states and IO that al­ 
ready have adopted resolutions urging national 
legislators to bail out the states. 
That is what it amounts to—bailing out. 
The states, including the others whose top po­ 
liticians yamm er endlessly about states’ rights, 
want everything that goes with the Good Socie­ 
ty, Affluent hiving and the More Abundant 
Life, except taxes. 
They want plenty to spend on their problems 
and plenty more where that came from. But 
they do not want to inflict cost on their own 
taxpayers any more than necessary, because 
taxpayers resent taxes and punish politicos who 
talk about them. 
Taxpayers, in turn, want a good life with 
plenty of public money but do not want to pick 
up the check for the goodies to which they ei­ 
ther have grown accustomed or would like to 
grow accustomed. 


So the states look enviously at the way the 
federal government can take in the sheaves, 
remove the feathers from the goose, filch the 
cookies out of the jar and levy taxes from front 
to back and wall to wall with no repercussions. 
It can lose a billion dollars in a multi-billion 
federal budget and no one is the wiser It can 
squander more money on a moondoggle than 
would be required to bring public education 
abreast of the last third of the 20th century— 
and no one squawks. 
The federal government, being conveniently 
remote from its taxpayers, can 'oak them until 
they’re groggy and nothing hanpens No wonder 
states would like to have Washington do the 
collecting while they do the spending. 
It would be manna from heaven, raked up 
into one big pile on the Potomac, come one. 
come all and eat your fill! No obligations--just 
lick the platters clean. 
And blame Washington tor the taxes. Bad old 
Washington!

Senator Spurs No-Strike Action 


WASHINGTON — In a elosed-door. showdown 


session with some tense but even-tempered Sen­ 
ators seeking to prod President Johnson into 
whipping up an emergency strike-curbing law, 
the Chief Executive said he has had the ‘‘best 
brains” in the country working on It but that 
they simp’v can't agree on a solution 
He was deadly serious when he said the ex­ 
perts simply have no answer They can’t get 
together on any legal extinguisher to put out 
the labor-management flash fires. 
It was in the privacy of the Cabinet room 
one recent Friday that the President faced his 
determined interlocutors — a small group led 
by Senators Jack Javits and Wavne Morse 
“You know I love you, Mr President,’ said 
Javits, “ but I have my responsibilities 
You 
pointed out in ‘66 in your State of the Union 
message, that you would have legislation on 
emergency strikes. We are still waiting for it.** 
“ I made that statement ” the president re­ 
plied, “and I’ll deliver on it T appointed a task 
force and put some of the country’s best brains 
on it to give me advice And there is great dis­ 
agreement among these experts. When they 
give me a report, I II carry it to the Congress. 
“ I did not realize the enormity of these prob­ 
lem s.’’ 


THE PRESIDENT then asked the Senators 
not to mix the temporary rail moratorium hill 
with the m atter of permanent national strike 
legislation 
He asked them to go up the Hill 
and deliver to him action to head off a wartime 
rail strike. 


They did But no one was in a rougher, per­ 
haps more anerv. mood than the veteran horse- 
breeder and infighter. Wavne Morse, the gen­ 
tleman from Oregon who had been discussing 
the m atter at breakfasts and lunches with the 
President 
There w a' nothing hitter or Pollvannish in 
Morse’s voice or credo as we talked later ahold 
the great industrial rebellions of 1967 The Sen 
ator — who has as much knowledge of the la 
bor movement as any consortium of university 
advanced studies libraries — has a simplistic

HE WANTS no government bv lockout and 
picket line, 
but rather government bv law

asserted Morse, “ which would give a no-strike, 
no-lockout pledge during this war 
All during 
World War ll labor sat with me (on the Na­ 
tional War Labor Board — and voted finality 
in case after case. 
“ I’m saving now the controlling thing Is the 
war We just can’t take a nosition that thev 
have the right to strike 
This is a relative 
right. But what of the public right which is sa 
far superior’ 
“ I am going to fight for a no-strike, no­ 
lockout pledge from labor and management as 
we had during the war Thev can’t accuse me 
of not being a liberal, either. 
“ I’m opposed to this Vietnam war complete­ 
ly. No one wants to get out of Vietnam as 
much as I do I have fought with the President 
on this Everybody knows how I stand 


“ BUT NO ONE ran justify stopping the rail­
